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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Preliminary Amendment dated 
September 29, 2005. 

The Amendments have been noted and entered in the record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 1 0 1 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Relative to claim 11, MPEP 2106.0 teaches Computer Related Nonstatutory Subject 
Matter wherein "computer programs claimed as computer listings per se, i.e., the descriptions or 
expressions of the programs, are not physical "things." They are neither computer components 
nor statutory processes, as they are not "acts" being performed. Such claimed computer 
programs do not define any structural and functional interrelationships between the computer 
program and other claimed elements of a computer which permit the computer program's 
functionality to be realized." Hence, claim 1 1 as structured is nonstatutory and thus is 
rejected. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Relative to claims 1 and 10 the major difference between the teachings of the prior art of 
record (Pub. No. US 2002/0047550, Tanada and USP 6,298,175, Longacre, Jr. et al.) and that of 
the instant invention is that said prior art of record does not teach a display device comprising: 
a display having a plurality of display pixels with light emitting elements (LED) and at least a 
first drive element (TI) and a second drive element (T2) for driving said light emitting elements 
(LED) in accordance with an analogue data signal, representing at least one frame in a range 
from low to high overall light emission states for said display, and a display controller having a 
data input for said analogue data signal, a sensing unit adapted to evaluate the overall light 
emission state of said frame and an output for generating at least one sparkling signal for one or 
more display pixels having a high light emission state exceeding a sensed low overall light 
emission state of said frame, wherein said display controller is arranged to individually control 
said first drive element (TI) and said second drive element (T2) by said sparkling signal such that 
said one or more display pixels having said high light emission state are driven by at least one of 
said drive elements (TI,T2) in a sparkling light emission state (18'; 18") exceeding said high light 
emission state.
